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Continyalion of 11. NOTE: 

A) Applicant argued that because Horvitz teaches a pre-fetching system, the method of browsing a list of web pages, which is also taught 
by fiorvitz, can only be used with a list of pre-fetched web-pages. 

A) Examiner disagrees. Horvitz encourages the use his teachings in other contexts (coL 45, lines 1-10). Therefore, it would not be 
illogical to use Horvitz's method of viewing a list of web pages for viewing a list web pages that are previously viewed by the user. 

B) Applicant argued that Horvitz failed to teach storing the web pages on client's computer permanently. 

B) Examiner agrees. However it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., storing the web pages on client's computer 
permanently) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

C) Applicant argues that because Horvitz and Kulkarni individually fail to disclose the elements recited in the claims, therefore even if the 
references were combined, they still would not render all the elements recited in the claims. 

C) Examiner disagrees. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re. Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
